‘Pourists to the north central part 
of Michigan's lower peninsula — 
especially those who take a few 
side reads around the town of 
Vanderbilt and east may get to 
see a sample of Michigan's grow- 
ing elk herd. Few people reclize 
that Michigan now boasts the 
largest elk herd east of the Miszis- 
sippi—a.herd that may now number 
close to 4G animuls. ; 
500 Square Mile Area 

The elk range in Michigan is 
bounded on the west by US-27, on 
the north by M-23, M-34 on the 
east, and on the south by M-32 — 
an area of about 500 square miles. 
Much of this is the so-called “Pigeon 
River country,” wild lands with 
many open valleys and low hills 
covered with second growth hard- 
wood, This makes an ideal com- 
bination .of cover for our elle... 

At onetime, 'way back in the 
Indien days, Michigan's elk herd 
numbered in the many thousands 
in ali ponent. The Shawnee 
tribe told of hunting these big 
animals for food and hides. Even

impossible to paw thru the heavy 
snows of Michigan in the winter 
and turn to stripping bark from 
trees.

Stripping is done by 
gouging deeply into the tree with 
an upward thrust of powerful teeth, 
and many Jandowners in Michigan's 
elk range complain of severe 
damage to trees by the foraging 
animals. 


Rarely in Heavy Cover 
Unlike our white tailed deer, the 
Michigan elk is rarely found in 
swamp cover, preferring the open, 
grassy valleys. Vaeationists often 
report spotting cow elk with calves 
close by at this season of the year, 
and the animals have no great 
fear of man. [t is possible to 
approach close enough for a snap~ 
shot occasionally, 

Protected Throughout State 
While you may see a dozen or more 


in a herd it is no indication of a : 
large population of elk in this State. : 


Since their release in 1918 when 
they were imported from Wyoming, 
the herd grew slowly to its present 
size at which point limited range 
seems to have leveled the numbers. 
It is unlikely that we'll ever have 
an open season on elk —but they 
make an interesting addition to 
animal Hfe in our Michigan Out-~ 
doors,
